he  confetti  had  barely  been  swept  away  following  the  splendid  Tarrson  Hall  dedication  cere- 
mony, when  the  phantom  of  the  operatory — actually  80  phantoms —  appeared  in  the  new  pre- 
clinical simulation  laboratory.  Much  less  sinister  than  the  Phantom  of  the  opera's  appearance  in 
the  Andrew  Lloyd  Weber  production,  these  phantoms  represent  the  latest 
advances  in  clinical  simulation  teaching.  The  simulators,  along  with  a 
state-of-the-art  classroom  technology,  mark  another  giant  step  in  our 
ability  to  prepare  students  for  the  21st  century. 

The  preclinical  simulation  laboratory  represents  a  $1.2  million 
renovation  project  and  a  tangible  symbol  of  advances  in  the  teach- 
ing-learning process.  The  80  operatory-like-workstations  in  the 
new  lab  realize  two  major  goals  in  the  preclinical  area.  First,  we 
are  able  to  incorporate  the  advances  in  instructional  technology 
into  laboratory  instruction  and  second,  we  are  able  to  simulate 
actual  patient  care  procedures.  On  the  technology  side,  each 
workstation  has  instructional  capabilities  based  on  a  multimedia 
video  network  connecting  all  of  the  simulator  stations  to  the 
instructor's  desk.  Instructor  demonstrations  are  simultaneously 
transmitted  to  each  station  providing  a  bird's-eye  view  for  every 
student  no  matter  where  they  sit  in  the  classroom.  The  presenta- 
tion system  includes  traditional  double  slide  projection,  five 
VCRs,  and  a  laser  disk/CD  player.  All  can  be  used  to  send  images 
or  videos  to  monitors  at  each  student  station.  There  is  also  a  con- 
nection for  the  student  laptops  at  each  station. 

The  use  of  phantom  heads  and  torsos,  high-speed  handpieces,  water 
and  suction  help  students  approximate  the  procedures  they  will  eventu- 
ally perform  in  clinic.

Gone  are  the  days  when  students  in 
the  back  of  the  room  strain  to  see 
what  the  instructor  is  demonstrating 
in  the  front  of  the  room.  Monitors  at 
each  workstation  give  every  student 
the  same  view  of  demonstrations. 
State-of-the-art  manikins  let  students 
perfect  their  clinical  skills  using 
high-speed  handpieces  and  water  evacuation. 

The  equipment  for  the  student  clinics  arrived  in 
March  and  once  again  the  support  staff  worked 
steadfastly  to  equip  and  set  up  150  dental  operato- 
ries.  As  the  spring  semester  drew  to  a  close, 
students  in  the  classes  of  1999  and  2000  eagerly 
awaited  the  day  they  would  see  their  first  patients 
in  Tarrson  Hall.  The  student  clinics  opened  on  May 
18  and  a  grand  opening  it  was.  The 
smiles  on  the  faces  of  students,  staff, 
faculty  and  patients  spoke  volumes. 
Many  of  our  operatories  are  named  in 
recognition  of  a  significant  gift  to 
Tarrson  Hall.  Students  could  be  over- 
heard thanking  the  named  benefactors 
for  the  wonderful  environment  their 
gifts  provided.

Mitsuo  Yamauchi,  professor  of  periodontology  and  director  of  the  Collagen 
Biochemistry  Laboratory  at  the  UNC  School  of  Dentistry,  was  honored 
as  UNC's  first  Sunstar  Distinguished  Professor  of  Oral  Biology  at  a 
reception  at  the  Carolina  Inn,  May  28,  1998.  Yamauchi  joined  the  School 
of  Dentistry  faculty  in  1983- 

Yamauchi  is  internationally  recognized  as  one  of  the  world's  most 
preeminent  collagen  researchers.  His  work  includes  the  identification  of  a 
unique  collagen  fragment  in  the  periodontal  ligament;  demonstration  of 
the  age-related  collagen  cross-linking  in  human  skin;  and  the  discovery  of 
novel  proteoglycans  in  dentin  and  cementum  that  have  the  ability  to  delay 
mineralization,  and  whose  strategic  removal  could  thus  promote  a  cascade 
of  events  to  enhance  mineralization  ol  collagen.  He  continues  to  pursue  his 
main  research  interests  in  extracellular  matrix  biochemistty  related  to 


mineralization,  aging  and  metabolism,  col- 
laborating with  major  scientific  groups  around 
the  world. 

"Dr.  Yamauchi's  research  collaboration 
with  the  NASA  space  program,  the 
Binational  Agriculture  Research  and 
Development  Fund  in  Israel,  and  Cryolife 
heart  valve  development  program  all  attest 
to  the  international  stature  he  has  achieved. 
Now  with  the  generous  support  of  Sunstar 
Inc.,  Dr.  Yamauchi  will  continue  to  be  a 
treasured  member  of  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  and  the  School  of  Dentistry,    said 
John  W.  Stamm,  dean  of  the  UNC  School 
of  Dentistry. 

"In  appointing  Mitsuo  Yamauchi  as  the 
University's  first  Sunstar  Distinguished 
Professor  of  Oral  Biology,  the  faculty  is  recog- 
nizing one  of  UNC's  finest  researchers  and 
teachers.  Simultaneously,  the  university 
expresses  its  appreciation  to  Sunstar  Inc.  of 
Osaka,  Japan,  for  its  generosity  and  its  com- 
mitment to  supporting  excellence  in  higher 
educations,"  Stamm  continued. 

Sunstar  Inc.,  a  Japanese  manufacturer  of

Dentistry  was  not  the  career  path  Sharon  T.  Morgan  '81  had 
in  mind  when  she  entered  college.  Actually  she  did  not  know 
what  career  she  wanted  to  pursue  when  she  enrolled  at  N.C. 
State  University  as  a  math  major.  Leaving  school  alter  two 
years,  she  was  introduced  to  dentistry  by  training  on-the-job 
as  a  dental  assistant. 

This  spring  she  was  elected  the  first  woman  president  of 
the  UNC  Dental  Alumni  Association  during  the  North 
Carolina  Dental  Society  annual  meeting  at  Myrtle  Beach. 
She  has  served  the  line  offices  of  the  organization  and  will 
provide  key  leadership  for  the  coming  year. 

In  the  late  60s  few  women  considered  going  to  dental 
school  to  be  trained  as  dentists.  Dental  assistants  and 
hygienists  were  the  primary  female  roles  in  dentistry  with 
only  1.2  percent  female  dentists  in  1968.  But  the  statistics 
did  not  discourage  Morgan.  After  working  lour  years  in 
dental  practices  she  found  she  liked  dentistry  and  wanted  to 
pursue  a  more  advanced  dental  career.  She  returned  to 
college,  completing  her  degree  in  math  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Greensboro  in  1976  and  entering  the 


UNC  School  of  Dentistry  the 
following  year. 

Morgan  received  a  DDS 
degree  in  1981  and  joined  Julian 
Rogers  DDS,  in  Greensboro. 
When  Rogers  retired,  she  took 
over  the  practice  and  later  took  on 
a  partner,  Lee  Bentsen  DDS,  to 
help  maintain  her  busy  practice. 
While  her  family  (husband 
Jim,  two  adult  daughters,  and  a 
five  year  old  son)  is  a  definite 
priority,  she  is  also  a  community 
leader  and  has  served  as  Guilford 
Dental  Society  President,  Third 
District  Peer  Review  Committee 
Member,  a  State  Board  Deputy 
Examiner  and  an  American  Lung 
Association  Board  Member. 
She  also  spends  her  leisure  time  gardening,  windsurfing  and 
snow  skiing. 

The  number  of  women  dentists  is  increasing.  According 
J  ADA,  women  represented  36  percent  of  dentist  graduates  in 
1996-97.   At  UNC,  17  percent  of  the  DDS  graduates  are 
women.  This  year's  entering  class 
•^  reflects  the  national  trend  with  38 
I  percent  women. 

The  UNC  Dental  Alumni 
Association  was  formed  in  1954 
by  a  group  of  DDS  graduates  to 
maintain  relationships  between  the 
dental  school  and  its  graduates. 
(Dental  hygiene  graduates  also  have 
an  alumni  program,  the  Dental 
Hygiene  Alumni  Association.)  The 
Association  supports  the  North 
Carolina  Dental  Review,  student  research  fellowships,  the 
Alumni  Forum,  the  Junior  Class  Lunch  Program,  Breakfast  at 
the  Beach,  Reunions,  Alumni  Weekend  and  other  activities.

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Rare  mutation  find  may  offer  dues  to 

treating  osteoporosis

Unsightly,  defective  teeth  -  but  extraordinarily 

Strong  bones  —  result  from  an  unusual  genetic  mutation 
identified,  located  and  cloned  for  the  first  time  by  researchers 
at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  School  of 
Dentistry  and  Wake  Forest  University. 

"Tricho-dento-osseous  syndrome  is  so  rare  that  it  proba- 
bly only  affects  a  few  thousand  people  around  the  world,  and 
we  are  confident  that  the  few  extended  families  we  found  it  in 
are  related  even  if  they  don't  know  it,"  said  J.  Timothy 
Wright,  professor  of  pediatric  dentistry  at  UNC-CH.  "Still, 
our  work  on  TDO  syndrome  is  potentially,  extremely  impor- 
tant because  it  could  give  us  clues  about  how  to  treat  osteo- 
porosis more  successfully." 

"Osteoporosis  —  the  thinning  of  hip  and  other  bones  - 
eventually  affects  everyone  who  lives  into  later  life,"  Wright 
said.  "For  many  of  the  oldest,  the  condition  becomes  a  life- 
threatening  medical  emergency,  and  it  promises  to  become  a 
greater  problem  nationally  as  baby  boomers  age." 

"Bones  of  people  with  TDO,  however,  are  so  dense  they 
fracture  only  rarely,"  he  said.  "Affected  people  are  born  with 
kinky,  curly  hair,  and  their  chief  health  problem  is  that  they 
develop  little  or  no  enamel  on  their  teeth,  which  can  become 
painful  and  very  unsightly." 

"If  we  can  understand  how  the  mutation  stimulates  bone 
density,  we  might  be  able  to  take  advantage  of  it  to  help  older 
patients." 

A  report  of  the  findings  appears  in  the  March  issue  of 
Human  Molecular  Genetics.  Besides  Wright,  authors  are 
Thomas  C.  Hart  and  Donald  W.  Bowden,  associate  professor 
of  pediatrics  and  professor  of  biochemistry,  respectively,  and 
graduate  student  Jennifer  Price,  all  at  Wake  Forest. 

Researchers  extensively  sttidied  six  large  families,  includ- 
ing 46  people  affected  by  TDO  and  24  not  affected.  They 
found  all  affected  people  to  have  an  identical  genetic  defect: 
four  pairs  of  nucleotides  —  building  blocks  of  proteins  —  were 
missing  from  chromosome  17.  Those  without  the  kinky  hair 
and  with  good  teeth  showed  no  missing  nucleotides. 

Hart,  a  dentist  and  medical  geneticist,  called  the  discov- 
ery "quite  exciting  scientifically,"  partly  because  it  is  the  first 
mutation  of  its  kind  ever  found  in  humans.  A  Scottish  sailor 
who  came  to  the  Colonies  before  the  Revolution  appears  to

have  been  the  source  of  the  first  TDO  mutation  in  the 
Americas. 

Patricia  Salevan,  41,  a  Cary,  N.C.,  office  manager,  was 
born  with  TDO  syndrome  in  1956.  Two  of  her  three  children 
now  have  it,  as  did  her  mother,  her  grandfather  and  his  moth- 
er. She  wears  crowns  on  all  her  teeth  to  prevent  them  from 
wearing  away.  Cavities  were  not  a  major  problem  for  her 
growing  up  because  of  fluoride-treated  water  and  because 
large  gaps  between  her  teeth  did  not  trap  food  particles. 

"I  started  going  to  the  dental  school  in  Chapel  Hill  when 
I  was  about  6  years  old,"  she  said.  "Because  they  took  such 
good  care  of  me,  I  take  my  children  down  there  now  as  well." 

Her  biggest  concern  is  what  to  do  about  her  son's  teeth. 

"He's  in  the  sixth  grade,  and  that's  a  time  when  other 
children  can  be  cruel — calling  names  and  such,"  she  said.  "We 
are  struggling  to  decide  what  the  best  options  for  him  are 
physically,  psychologically  and  cosmetically." 

The  National  Institute  of  Dental  Research  supports  the 
UNC-CH  and  Wake  Forest  research,  which  involves  other 
genetic  abnormalities  and  may  evolve  into  a  center  lor  genetic 
and  clinical  craniofacial  research. 

"With  these  families,  we  have  heard  all  kinds  of  interest- 
ing patient  histories  such  as  kids  getting  hit  in  the  head  with 
baseball  bats  and  were  not  hurt  even  though  the  bats  broke. 
Wright  said.  "Even  in  car  and  motorcycle  wrecks,  they  rarely 
broke  any  bones."

general  dentistry  resi- 
dency. Currently  the 
AEGD  program  houses 
six  resident  positions 
with  an  applicant  to 
acceptance  ratio  of  7:1. 
Concentrating  on 
comprehensive  dental 
care  for  a  diverse  and 
complex  patient  population,  one  of  the 
primary  goals  of  the  program  is  to  accelerate 
the  transition  from  training  to  general 
practice.  Advanced  didactic  and  clinical 
instruction  are  provided  in  each  of  the  dental 
disciplines  that  builds  on  the  basic  competen- 
cies provided  by  the  predoctoral  curriculum. 

Specifically  conceived  to  provide 
advanced  preparation  for  general  practice.  93 
percent  of  the  AEGD  program's  graduates 
are  currently  practicing  general  dentistry 
Five  of  the  program's  graduates  have  gone  on 
to  specialty  training,  including  two  periodon- 
tists, two  orthodontists  and  one  endodontist.

Going  to  the  dentist  is  not  usually 
among  favorite  events  for  elementary 
and  junior  high  school  students  but 
there  were  smiles  galore  among  the 
more  than  100  Seal  the  State  partici- 
pants from  Orange  County  Schools  as 
they  boarded  buses  and  came  to  the 
School  of  Dentistry  February  3. 
Coordinated  by  the  Orange  County 
Health  Department  and  the  UNC 
School  of  Dentistry,  the  students'  trip 
to  the  school  for  sealants  was  parr  of 
the  statewide  Seal  the  State  in  '98 
Campaign.  Faculty  from  pediatric 
dentistry,  dental  hygiene,  dental 
assisting  along  with  the  dental 
hygiene  and  dental  assisting  students 
applied  dental  sealants  to  the  chil- 
dren's teeth  to  prevent  future  cavities. 


While  local  students  were  being 
treated  at  the  school,  William  F. 
Vann,  Jr.,  DDS,  professor  and  former 
chair  of  pediatric  dentistry,  along 
with  several  graduate  students  trav- 
eled farther  east  to  fill  in  where  there 
were  not  enough  practitioners  to  offer 
this  important  preventive  treatment. 

The  campaign  was  sponsored  to 
celebrate  the  80th  anniversary  of  the 
N.C.  Department  of  Health  and 
Human  Services'  Dental  Health 
Section.  The  goals  of  the  statewide 
campaign  were  to  help  prevent  tooth 
decay  through  increasing  the  use  of 
dental  sealants  and  to  raise  awareness 
of  the  value  of  sealants.  Tooth  decay  is 
one  of  the  most  common  diseases 
among  school-age  children  in  the 


state.  Placing  sealants  on  teeth  can 
produce  an  80  percent  reduction  in 
tooth  decay.  Only  26  percent  of  chil- 
dren in  North  Carolina  have  sealants 
on  permanent  teeth. 

"By  any  yardstick,  the  campaign 
was  an  overwhelming  success.  There 
has  never  been  a  preventive  initiative 
of  this  magnitude  and  it  went  oft 
like  a  fine-tuned  watch,"  said  Michael 
C.  Roberts,  associate  professor  and 
chair  of  the  Department  of  Pediatric 
Dentistry.  "There  are  many  who 
deserved  recognition,  but  Dr.  Steve 
Cline  '83,  state  dental  director,  must 
receive  special  acknowledgement. 
Ms.  Angela  Cook,  coordinator  of  the 
Orange  County  Dental  Program,  and 
Ms.  Ginger  Mann,  assistant  clinical 
professor  in  the  Department  of 
Dental  Ecology  provided  invaluable 
support  for  this  effort.  One  hundred 
and  ninety  children  had  1,495 
teeth  sealed  by  School  of  Dentistry 
personnel,"  Roberts  noted. 

All  100  counties  participated  and 
39,387  dental  sealants  were  placed 
tree-of-charge  for  8,228  children. 
Children  categorized  as  low  income 
received  21,512  sealants.  The  profes- 
sional value  of  this  service  exceeded 
$2  million.  With  a  successful  pro- 
gram behind  them,  the  Department 
of  Pediatric  Dentistry  and  Mann  are 
making  plans  for  next  year's  event.

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White  Receives  $2  Million  Grant  for  Third  Molar  Clinical  Trials 


More  than  95  percent  of  the  popula- 
tion are  born  with  at  least  one  third 
molar.  The  fear  of  acute  infection  and 
pain  causes  many  young  adults  with 
third  molars  to  have  them  removed  in 
their  late  teens.  Taking  the  preventive 
approach,  dentists  regularly  refer 
teenagers  to  oral  and  maxillofacial 
surgeons  for  this  procedure. 

A  clinical  study  led  by  Raymond 
P.  White,  Dalton  L.  McMichael  pro- 
fessor of  oral  and  maxillofacial  surgery 
and  former  dean  at  the  UNC  School 
of  Dentistry  will  identify  risk  factors 
lor  those  patients  who  keep  their 
third  molars  and  evaluate  how  to 
better  predict  who  is  at  high  risk  for 
infection.  The  "Third  Molar  Clinical 
Trials"  study  is  supported  by  a 
S2  million  grant  from  the  Oral  and 
Maxillofacial  Surgery  Foundation  of 
the  American  Association  of  Oral  and 


Maxillofacial  Surgery. 

In  the  first  phase  of  the  study, 
UNC  researchers  will  combine  efforts 
with  the  University  of  Kentucky 
School  of  Dentistry.  George  H. 
Blakey,  clinical  assistant  professor  of 
oral  and  maxillofacial  surgery,  is  clini- 
cal investigator  for  the  UNC  part  of 
the  study.  This  phase  will  include  500 
people  between  the  ages  of  14  and  45 
who  have  four  third  molars  either 
fully  erupted  or  impacted. 
Participants  will  retain  their  third 
molars  during  the  five-year  study 
unless  there  is  a  change  in  their  oral 
health  that  necessitates  tooth  removal. 
Data  collection  will  include  x-rays  to 
monitor  bone  loss,  plaque  samples  to 
identify  bacteria,  and  gingival  fluid 
samples  to  quantify  cytokines,  which 
reflect  the  patients'  immune  response 
to  changes  around  the  wisdom  teeth. 


Unique  to  this  study,  researchers 
will  also  consider  non-clinical  out- 
comes. In  previous  studies,  lifestyle 
issues  such  as  the  patient's  perception 
about  how  a  condition  affected  their 
ability  to  eat,  sleep  or  work  had  not 
been  considered.  By  gathering  data  on 
quality  of  life  issues,  the  researchers 
hope  to  provide  the  clinician  with 
better  information  about  other 
patients'  experiences  thus  enhancing 
the  patient's  ability  to  decide  whether 
or  not  to  have  treatment. 

Other  faculty  members  are 
involved  in  the  study.  Ceib  L. 
Phillips,  associate  professor  in  ortho- 
dontics, is  the  data  center  coordinator 
for  the  project.  Daniel  A.  Shugars, 
professor  in  operative  dentistry  and 
promoter  of  the  Health  Related 
Quality  of  Life  instruments,  is  work- 
ing with  the  analysis.  Steven 
Offenbacher,  professor  of  periodontol- 
ogy,  is  responsible  for  periodontal 
measures  and  Donald  A.  Tyndall, 
associate  professor  of  diagnostic  sci- 
ences and  general  dentistry,  is  respon- 
sible tor  the  radiographic  analysis.
